tUiag, WMle Other* Are Quick to 
Cnich an Idea — Forcible Method* 
TJged In Their Training. 
"Scores of people ask me everyday," 


aid Keeper Snyder of the elephant 
louse in Central park recently, "how 
nything so stupid looking and thick 
skinned as an elephant can be taught 
anything. I tell the/n all that elephants 
are not nnlike children. Some are too 
[nil to learn anything, and others can 
:atch an idea quickly. Tom," he went 
3n, pointing to the large elephant who 
was busily engaged in throwing hay on 
lis back, ' 'although irascible in disposi- 
ion, is quite intelligent. The first trick 
taught him was to lie down. Tb.}s 


was not so easy to accomplish as It 
might seem, for it took a block and tell 
at front and rear, with a gang of 15 or 


0 men at each end. I stood at one 
side, and as I said 'Get down I' his feet 
were drawn ont from nnder him. This 
lad to be repeated only a few times be- 
'ore he learned what 'Get down" meant 
for him. 


"To teach him to stand on his hind 


feet and on his head a block and fall on 


beam over his head, a snatch block 


and two 'dead men' in the floor and the 
services of another elephant were all 
required. As I said 'Get up!' the ele- 
phant in harness walked forward, and 
Tom's front feet went np, while hia 
aind feet were chained together. When 
[ said TStand on yonr head I' his front 
feet, which had been previously chain- 
ed, remained on the floor, while big 
bind feet were drawn up until they al- 
most literally 'kicked the beam.' 


"These were his first lessons. When 


he learned to drill to 'right about, face,' 
and 'left about, face,' I stood on one 
side of him and another man on the 
other, and we each had a prod. As I 
commanded 'Eight about, facel' he was 
pushed over to the right, and 'Left 
about, face!' he was prodded in that 
direction. I taught him to waltz in 
much the same way, only as we pushed 
him back and forth we made him go 
clear around, and now he is one of the 
best waltzers in the country. He learn- 
ed to ring the bell and fan himself in 
one lesson. Both require the same mo- 
tion, and they are really the same trick, 
although people never think of that. 
Yes, 
he knows which is which and 


never picks np the fan or napkin when 
1 tell hirn to ring the bell I only had 
to put each, one at a time, in his trunk, 
and with the fan and bell I shook it 
and with the napkin wiped first one 
oide of his mouth and then the other. 
He took to hand organ grinding like a 
Mulberry street Italian. It is one of his 
favorite tricka 


"The elephant is the only animal 


whose legs all bend the same way. Hia 
hind legs bend in, and the position re- 
quired for creeping is not very comfort- 
able, but he does it as well as a baby. 
His performances on the harmonica 
are the most surprising to onlookers, 
but the fact is that all the intelligence 
required for that is holding the instru- 
ment. As he must breathe through his 
trunk, every breath moves it back and 
forth. I discovered that he holds his 
breath when he stands on his hind legs 
by trying to get him to do that and 
play the harmonica at the same time, 
but his front feet are no sooner up than 
the sound ceases until they are down 
again. 


"His tub is about 2% feet high, and 


it took me about an hour to get him to 
mount it the first time and as long to 
get him down from it once he was up. 
I had finally to improvise a step from it 
before he would come down. He went 
right up again, however, and came, 
down and repeated the movement sev- 
eral times in the first lesson. Now ha 
mounts it and stands on his hind feet 
his front feet, his side feet and waltzes 
and changes on it.

ORIGIN OFTHE "SOULLESS MONSTER 


OF FRANKENSTEIN." 


The Interesting History of an Old 


Time Novel That !• Often Alluded 
to In Literature and at Time* Quot- 
ed Incorrectly. 
Everybody, or nearly everybody, baa 


heard of the novel of "Frankenstein," 
though it is not probable that many 
persons read It nowadays. There are 
BO many allusions to It In our litera- 
ture, however, that one absorbs some 
Eort of a xjotion of it so that he can- 
not help knowing that it is a weird and 
ghastly story about a monster, but 
whether or not Frankenstein Is the 
monster even well informed people do 
not always know, showing that they 
never read the story. 


Sometimes we hear allusions to 


"Frankenstein's monster," as in one of 
Charles Sumner's orations, where he 
speaks of the "soulless monster of 
Frankenstein, the wretched creation 
of mortal science without God," and 
sometimes the reference Is to Frank- 
enstein only, as If he were the mon- 
ster. 
Of course Suraner, who was 


very particular In his use of figures of 
speech, was right When Mrs. Deland, 
in her fine novel of "Sidney," makes 
Major Lee say that "Christianity is a 
Frankenstein," she suffers the major 
to talk nonsense. 


The story of this weird novel and the 


circumstances under which it came to 
be written are decidedly Interesting 
and may be told In a few words. The 
facts are as follows: 


In 1816 Mary Godwin, afterward 


Mrs. Shslley, eloped with Shelley, and 
they took up their residence near Ge- 
neva, in Switzerland. They had Lord 
Byron for a neighbor, and the three 
passed much time together. Their con- 
versation frequently ran on the occult 
and the mysterious, and Byron one day 
proposed that each should write a 
ghost story. All agreed and went to 
work, but it -was not long before the 
two poets gave it up as a hopeless 
task. 
They could write poetry, but 


they could not write stories. 


Mary persevered and completed her 


tale In the spring of 1817. 
When By- 


ron and Shelley heard It read, they 
were surprised and delighted. It was 
bound to be the novel of the century! 
The name of it was "Frankenstein; or, 
The Modern Prometheus." It was im- 
mediately sent to London for publica- 
tion and met with a groat success. 


Frankenstein is a Swiss youth, a 


student at the University of Ingol- 
stadt, deeply Interested In the study of 
chemistry and natural philosophy. He 
resolves to penetrate the mysteries of 
life and death and •wrest from nature 
the secret of creatl-jn. After prolong- 
ed study he succeeds and discovers 
how to Impart movement and anima- 
tion to lifeless matter. 


He then resolves to mold a colossal 


man, 
making him beautiful in form 


and feature sine] 'iiubue him with life. 
He catries on liis work ill a studio far 
from 
i lit- ~'i;\bit:i Soils <,f man, labors 


long aud M-c-rctly, :md sit last the work 


Is coin pie tea. -'isswintne great room 
lies the form and semblance of a hu- 
man being, perfect In all his propor- 
tions. Frankenstein relates the story: 


"It was on a dready night In Novem- 


ber that I beheld the accomplishment 
of my tolls. With an anxiety that al- 
most amounted to agony I collected 
the Instruments of life around ine that 
I might Infuse a spark of being into 
the lifeless thing that lay at my feet. 


"It was already 1 o'clock In the 


morning. The rain pattered dismally 
against the window panes, and my 
candle was nearly burned out, when, 
by the glimmer of the half extinguish- 
ed light, I saw the dull yellow eye of 
the creature open. It breathed hard, 
and a convulsive motion agitated its 
limbs." 


Slowly the Immense creature arose, 


and the artist, frightened at his own 
work, fled away. Then he returns to 
find his creation possessed of life and 
every attribute of humanity except a 
soul. Nowhere can it find human sym- 
pathy. It is out of harmony with all 
things about it, and after searching 
the world in pursuit of happiness it 
returns again to Frankenstein and de- 
mands that be make a companion with 
Whom It can live in sympathy and 
love. 


Frankenstein declines, and thence- 


forth the monster pursues him with 
hatred and revenge. It slays his broth- 
ers and sister, his friend and his bride. 
It follows him to Russia, 10 Siberia 
and into the Arctic ocean, and there 
creature and artist perish together. It 
Is a most uncanny story to read o' 
nights. 


Sir Walter Scott reviewed the novel 


In The Quarterly, but whik- admitting 
Its power confessed he did not like It. 
"Our 
taste and our judgment revolt at 


this kind of writing." All the critlea 
agreed as to its daring orlginallty.- 
Chicago Post

I.N1QUITY 
COMMERCE. 


The most amicable relations should 


exist between the United States and 
Great Britain. The commerce of the 
nations is such that the most friendly 
conditions ars itnperitive to commer- 
cial success. The relation that arises 
because ot affinity is a secondary con- 
sideration to the business there is 
between the countries. England says 
blood ia thicker tbuu water, but it is 
only a few years ago when we were 
termed by tbe British baokswoodsmen 
and tha blood proposition was on- 
worthy 
of 
consideration and was 


ignored. How many years hare passed 
away since Great Britain discovered 
that blood is made up of properties 
that are of more weight when applied 
to us than toe properties contained ia 
water? England had no use for the 
United States except as a convenience 
to supply the needs of the British Em- 
pire till lately. The blood question 
about which the British have been 
talking so much in the last two or 
three years has been applied as a 
handle to tbe pick that is used to 
undermine our government system. 
~ The fact that contains the most sig- 
nificance in the blood argument fo 
closer relations between the Britisl 
and Americans is, that English Duke 
and Lords have been doing in ou 
country the advertising of the 
lat 


English discovery of the blood tiei 
there are between the nations. Thi 
moving cause for Lords and Dukes ti 
do the advertising is, that the people 
are supposed, from an English posi 
tion, to give much more weight to thi 
words of titled men than would b' 
given by them to people of like posi 
tion iu life as themselves. When we 
were poor as a people and as a nation 
the blood In England's poor relative 
who live on the west of the Atlanti 
was not mentioned, HS it was not re 
quired for the use that England now 
has for it, and as England had no use 
fur it in its business, blood waa not 
moving consideration. English Dukee 
and Lords were not required to be 
come reporters to American news- 
papers to give publicity to the late 
acknowledged relations by Eaglanc 
that are in the blood ot the people o 
both conntries.

came in the United States, England 
was not slow to recognize that it had 
use for them iu its business in many 
parts of the earth, and the money 
power of the two countries joined 
hands t-> aid England to acquire power 
sufficient io the United States to bricg 
forward iiLid accomplish 
the desired 


sad, which end is a union, offensive 
and 
defensive, under 
a pretended 


necessity that it ia reqniied to protect 
the commerce of both countries. Com- 
merce is the term used to fool the 
people into a compliance with tbe 
purposes of the money power by au 
alliauce, offensive and defensive, be 
tween England nnd the United States, 
wirh Germany on the side, as matters 
look at present. 


The Duke of Manchester is io New 


York at this time taking care of the 
practical and 
political interests of 


England in the work before the people, 
and the interests of commerce is tbe 
theme of his efforts ae a reporter upon 
the Journal-Emminer, to impress Brit- 
ish blood on our side of tbe water with 
the necessity for H closer union be- 
tween England and America. 


It remains to be seen whether blood 


in tbis instance will fell tbe story de- 
sired to be told by England and the 
money power of both countries. Com- 
merce should be fostered hy every 
means required to extend and protect 
it, but it ia not necessary to depart 
from the advice of the father of his 
country to protect and extend com-
